A week later his disciples were in the house again, and Thomas was 
with them. Though the doors were locked, Jesus came and stood 
among them and said, "Peace be with you... Stop doubting and be- 
lieve." John 20:26 & 27 

1) On seeing life through "Easter" eyes... 

Jesus' words to Thomas are also a good Word for you and me, as well, 
"Peace be with you... Stop doubting and believe." What good news for 
us as we live with our daily worries: Will we meet our deadlines? Will 
we find a job? Will our sick loved one get well? Although, we don't al- 
ways know what the future holds, it's comforting to remember who 
holds our future! In this Easter season, may we learn to look at life 
through "Easter" eyes, placing our hope and trust in the One who was 
raised from the dead. And, let's not forget how the story ends— that 
Thomas is the one who declares, "My Lord and my God!" 




Speaking of Easter, what a wonderful celebration of the resurrection we had. Since moving into our 
new sanctuary three years ago, we've enjoyed some modest growth in the 
mid-800's for our Easter attendance. This year however, we jumped to 
1036 for the morning, so we feel very blessed about that. A huge "thank 
you" to all the musicians and choir who gave us the entire morning--plus 
rehearsals; and to the "army" of servants who helped with sound, usher- 
ing, greeting, etc. Wow, what a big team effort! We're thrilled, too, with 
your generous support of the Easter breakfast, which Peter Konicek (Senior 
@ Skyline) chaired and organized. Over $2000 was raised for our summer 
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Workcamp mission trip; we hope to receive some matching funds from Thrivent for Lutherans, as 
well. 



Indeed, we are feeling very blessed about our entire Lenten season this year. The worship and soup 
supper attendance was outstanding and I really believe the "Cross Words" theme, the Lenten dra- 
mas and worship were all very meaningful this year. Thanks again to everyone who helped! 

2) On our Outreach Sunday... 

No doubt one of the most exciting things God is doing in our church is expanding our outreach. What a 
wonderful display of outreach projects we will have this Sunday and how exciting to hear of the many 
ways in which God is using us to reach out to the world. And I really believe that a key ingredient in 
this ministry was our willingness as a congregation to commit the "first fruits" of our offerings (now 
20%) to go right out the door to various outreach ministries and projects. It's very exciting to see how 
the Spirit is calling us in new directions of ministry and outreach! 

4) On our summer worship... 

In an effort of "balance" the growing attendance of our two2 Sunday services, we're exploring the 
possibility of changing our early service to 8:30 at some point, which we believe might be a more 
attractive time for young families , as per one of our "core values" of being a "kid-friendly" church. 
Regardless, we'll be continuing our regular liturgies with our various worship teams at both the early 
outdoor service and the 11:00 indoor service this summer. We believe this will give our visitors a 
more unified picture of what worship here at Faith Community looks like, and this will simplify our 
bulletin preparation a bit, too. 

5) On our worship prayers... 

I know that there is nothing wrong with praying silently, but in terms of our witness to our visitors, I 
would suspect that it sometimes appears that we are not quite prepared to pray. A special challenge to 
all of you— especially our staff, council, ministry committees and SundaySchool teachers— please re- 
member to faithfully lift up your ministries and concerns as a part of our worship services, OK? It may 
very well be that our prayer time says more about us as a congregation than our music or our preach- 
ing or our teaching— so let your lights shine! 

6) On our giving.... 

At some point in our faith journey, we learn that we are called to serve the Lord with our time and 
talents and treasure— not our time or our talents or our treasure. Can you imagine a young husband 
saying to his bride, "I'll love you, but my money is mine!" Or a parent saying to a child, "I love you, but 
my money is mine!" You see, actions speak louder that words and that's probably why Jesus said, 
"Where your treasure is, there your heart will be." Just as our congregation has made a commitment of 
practicing "first-fruits" giving (and have been blessed!), we encourage you to practice "first-fruits" giv- 
ing. And we trust that you, too, will be spiritually blessed. 

8) On our new Sunday Servant Coordinators... 

This has really helped us a lot. As churches and organizations grow, new ways of "doing business" 
tend to be needed and this system seems to spread the work of scheduling Sunday Servants around a 
bit better. Having said that, I still dream of the day that we can see the Sunday Servant duties as "min- 
istries" that we commit to for a "season" so that the scheduling load is lightened a bit for our coordina- 
tors. You can imagine how hard it would be for Nanette if she had to recruit new teachers week after 
week. Thankfully, people tend to commit for a "season." And you can imagine how hard it would be for 
Dawn if she had to recruit new choir members week after week. But again, thankfully, people usually 
commit for a "season." Someday, I hope we'll have greeters and ushers and communion servants who 
will commit for a "season," as well!

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Recently I was cleaning out some old files of mine at home, 
throwing out some old VISA receipts. One of the items I was 
about to toss was from a gas station in Johnstown, Pennsyl- 
vania, where I had driven last April to visit an old friend. It 
was a standard gasoline receipt, including the number of gal- 
lons, the price per gallon, etc. But then at the bottom, right 
under the date and time it added some words in large print. It 
said, "WE'RE SERIOUS ABOUT COFFEE." That's when I 
knew that I had gone to the right place. No wonder my car 
had a surge of power that day! 

Also, that receipt got me to ask the question, "What are we 
really serious about here at Faith Community?" After three 
years here, and with some very recent observations as well, 
let me suggest several things that we really seem to be seri- 
ous about. 

First, we are certainly serious about the very center of the 
Christian faith, the Cross and Resurrection of Jesus Christ 
and his eternal reign as our Lord and Savior. Lent and Easter 
here at Faith Community were inspiring for me, and our serv- 
ices were very well attended. We were really serious about 
the Words from the Cross that formed our Lenten theme and 
that led us into the wonderful celebration of Christ's Resurrec- 
tion. 

Also, we are serious about the place of children in our church. A few weeks ago, I was amazed at the number 
of children at our Good Friday evening service, and throughout Lent I was struck by how attentive so many of 
our kids were to the message that we are rightly so serious about. 

Something else that this congregation is very serious about is prayer. I was struck by this from the time I first 
came here. I continue to be pleased at how frequent and earnest our prayer chain emails are. We take seri- 
ously the need to pray, and the power of prayer. 

Along with that, it is clear that this congregation is serious about the Word of God. I am delighted at the role of 
Bible study and Bible reading here. It is essential to be serious about Scripture. 

Speaking of Scripture, many of us have been taking the Book of Revelation very seriously, as we have been 
studying it on Sunday mornings since last September. In order to be finished by Memorial Day (when there will 
be no Sunday School classes, including mine), I'll be accelerating the pace considerably as we finish our Sun- 
day studies in Revelation with sessions on May 14 and May 21 , and the "Cliff Notes" version on Tuesday, May 
16. Even if you haven't been able to attend this class before, you are welcome to these final sessions. 

At Faith Community we also take our members' gifts and talents quite seriously. This is the focus of our sum- 
mer educational theme, starting June 4. My own involvement will include some Sunday 
Bible studies on, and theological explorations of, spiritual gifts. 

Also, at this church we are serious about dealing with contemporary issues and chal- 
lenges. With the upcoming release of the DaVinci code movie, I will probably devote a 
couple of my summer Sunday School classes to analyzing the Biblical, theological and 
church-historical issues that this film raises. 

These are a few of the most important things that we are serious about here at Faith 
Community. We certainly have lots of laughter in this church. Serious does not mean 
somber. But I'm glad that we're really serious about the really significant things. 

By the way, we're also serious about coffee.

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"What's on tap?" 

Thoughts poured from the spout of Kristen Baltrum, 
Deaconess 

Do you have house keys? I am sure you do. If you use them to 
unlock your front door, you might first walk into your foyer. From there you might pass the 
living room on your way to the kitchen. Have you noticed that you have general, almost 
"surface talk" with people who never make it past your foyer? But those who make it to 
your living room, well, there you might sit down and begin to actually have conversation 
with one another. But then there are the friends who make it to your kitchen, where real 
life happens. It's the dinner conversation, it's "Homework Central," it's where agendas are 
made and tasks assigned. In the kitchen, all sorts of things happen and lives cross one an- 
other. So what are the "keys" to faith formation in youth, that unlock their hearts, where 
the real stuff happens in their relationship with Jesus? 

David Anderson and Paul Hill answer that question in their book, Frogs Without Legs Can't 
Hear . (If you want to know what that title means, see me and I will be happy to explain 
it... and give you a copy of the book to read!) The four keys to faith formation in young 
people are: Family Ritual and Tradition , Family Devotions , Family Service , and Caring Con- 
versation . We already do many of those things, but we don't consider them as "faith prac- 
tices." Think about the annual birthday party— you do it every year, there are things that 
are expected to happen, it "wouldn't be the same" if one thing was out of line. That's a 
RITUAL!!! What about those nightly prayers with your child— that's a DEVOTION! Remem- 
ber the family trip to drop Thanksgiving Baskets at the OUR Center? That's SERVICE! And 
what about those dinner time conversations listening to the ins and outs and highs and 
lows of each other's days? Yeah, you guessed it... CARING CONVERSATION! 

These "Four Keys" are already happening in many homes within our congregation, but we 
don't realize they are there. It is important that we begin to see the things we are doing as 
faith practices, and in so doing give them new meaning and depth. We must intentionally 
take time to learn ways to grow those "tasks" from the wholesome activities that they are 
into opportunities to name Christ in our midst. These four practices are the keys to grow- 
ing your kids to a mature Christian faith. 

This summer, as part of the "Summer of Gifts Education Program," I will be focusing on 
the DEVOTION key. There will be a session on "Devotions at home with small children" and 
a session on "Devotions at home with teenagers." We will look at "why, what and how" of 
devotions. I will give you specific tools to help make this amazing opportunity a real gift in 
your home. Keep an eye out for sessions on the other three keys as well. Please take ad- 
vantage of this time! As we deepen our own understanding of faith practices, we enrich the 
lives of our families and grow our kids in faith.

"Four Square Recreation balls." Not only will your donation be contributing to the comfort of the room 
but also to the meaning of the room. During our first youth group in our new room we all sat down and came 
up with the following covenant: 

This room will be a place that young people can come to be encouraged to grow in a vital and authentic relationship with Jesus. 
Remembering that we are young children of God, growing in our lives and faith... 

Here is what we think of the space in which we meet: 

• We shall keep this room fun but remember that it is Holy Ground. 
• We shall respect the person who comes to this place and all that they bring with them. 
• We shall remember that we aren 't called to serve ourselves but to serve Jesus. 
• We shall be an accepting, loving and close-knit community. 
• We shall remember that we are called to reach others in need, both in and out of this group. 
• We shall always remember that Jesus is in our midst.

Via de Cristo is patterned on Jesus' 
own example. He searched out and 
called a small group of potential lead- 
ers; He trained them by word and ex- 
ample and inspired them with a vision; 
He linked them together and sent them 
out into the world to bring the world to 
Him. 

Via de Cristo is a renewal movement 
of the church patterned on Jesus' ex- 
ample. Its purpose is to help those in 
the church understand their individual 
callings to be Christian Leaders . The 
leadership may be exercised in work 
situations, in the family and social life, 
in leisure activities, and within the 
Church environment. Leadership, in 
Via de Cristo, does not mean power 
over others, but influence on others; all 
of us need to be aware that we can 
exert a positive influence on those 
around us. 

What is Via de Cristo? 

Literally meaning "way of Christ", Via 
de Cristo is a short course in Christian- 
ity that is designed to provide all Chris- 
tians with a significant foundation for 
individual and community spiritual 
growth. Grace and Growth are com- 
bined in an exciting and energetic way. 
At the Via de Cristo the participants 
become increasingly aware that they 
are a part of a community abounding 
in God's grace. The three days are a 
triple encounter: with Christ; with 
Christian brothers and sisters; and 
with a Christian community. 

History of Via de Cristo 

Via de Cristo originated as the Roman 
Catholic Cursillo movement which be- 
gan in Spain in 1948 and moved to 
America in the late 50's. The first Lu- 
theran- sponsored Cursillos (the early 
name for Via de Cristo) were held in 
Miami, Florida in 1 971 . In addition to 



the Roman Catholic and L 
movements there are simil 
sions in the Methodist, Rel 
Episcopal, Presbyterian, and other 
Christian churches. Today, more that 2 
million Christians in 50 nations have 
attended a "Cursillo" weekend. 

Format of The Weekend 

The Via de Cristo weekend is an expe- 
rience in Christian sharing and living. 
During the 72-hours, fourteen talks will 
be presented: Five talks are given by 
Lutheran pastors and nine by lay peo- 
ple. A final talk is given on sponsorship 
by the lay director. The weekend also 
includes chapel each morning, com- 
munion, small group discussions, 
sharing, music, singing, laughter, and 
prayer. The fourteen talks are dis- 
cussed by the participants and will in- 
clude a Christian perspective on the 
following subjects: 

Ideal 
Grace 

Lay People in the Church 

Importance of Study 

A Day in the Life of a Christian 

Apostolic Action 

Obstacles to a Life in Grace 

Christian Actions in the Community 

Each of the talks deals with living 
one's life in God's grace. 

Who Goes To Via de Cristo? 

Via de Cristo is not designed to con- 
vert anyone to Christianity. It is meant 
for those who are already faithful and 
committed to Christ and His church. 
Once again, the goal of Via de Cristo 
is to encourage Christians in their lives 
of faith and increase their awareness 
of grace and service to the Church and 
the world. During a Via de Cristo 
weekend, those who have previously 
attended are called "The Team", and it 
is their responsibility to serve you in 
every possible way. 



When is Via de Cristo Held? 

Weekends in the Colorado movement 
are generally held three times per 
year. Men's and Women's weekends 
are held in March and November, and

What Happens After The Weekend? 

The weekend is only a beginning. 
What you learn and share during the 
weekend will hopefully be taken back 
and put into practice in your local con- 
gregation and community. You will be 
supported by many others who have 
attended a Via de Cristo before or with 
you. Small groups meet regularly 
(usually weekly) to affirm one another 
and to share the Christian life of 
Grace. These activities inspire, chal- 
lenge, and encourage Christian action 
in homes, churches, and communities. 

How Much Does The Weekend 
Cost? 

It is our policy to not charge pilgrims 
(you) for the weekend. It is a gift from 
God. 

May I Go with a Spouse or Friend? 

Yes, we strongly recommend that 
spouses and friends attend a first Via 
de Cristo weekend together. Marriages 
and friendships can be strengthened 
and deepened by the Via de Cristo 
experience. Fall and Spring Colorado 
weekends are split into all men and all 
women weekends, with the men going 
first. Since 2001 , there have been co- 
ed weekends in the summer. Spouses 
and friends are also encouraged to 
serve on teams together. 

In Summary 

Not everyone who attends a Via de 
Cristo weekend will receive the same 
benefit; but all who attend will be 
blessed, and most will be strength- 
ened in their desire to be a blessing in 
their churches and Christian communi-
